(and it is even fo with us, when our 
earthly Comforts leave us, Sorrow fills our 
Hearts) but to cure this, our Lord an» 
ſwers them, that it was expedient for them, 
(good and neceſſary for them) that he 
ſhould go away ſhewing them his End in go- 
ing away, te wit, that he might ſend them 
the Comforter z he would remove from 
them a great Mercy, the greateſt earhtly Wil 
Mercy that ever they enjoyed, Which was 
his Perſonal Preſence ; they muſt part with Wl 
ſo dear and near, fo ſweet, ſo loving, ſo Wl 
aithful a Friend as himſelf was to hem 
And could there be a greater loſs; for 
this, Scrrow ad filled their Hearts ? But he 
tells them, it was to make way for a 
greater Mercy, which was, to ſend them 
the. Comforter, in all the ſaving and mi- 
raculous Gifts of the Holy Ghoſt, by 
which they ſhould bs able to do greater 
Works than be himſelf did, John 14. 12. which 
Was a greater Mercy than his Bodily Pre-
